LV College expansion 


Dear Editor, 

| am writing to you 
about a deep concern 
which | have in regard to 
the decision of La Verne 
College to expand its 
campus to the west some=- 
time within the next 15 
or 20 years, This mas- 
ter plan was accepted at 
the La Verne City Coun- 
cil on February 1, 1971, 

You may think that this 
was. a triumph ferthe col- 
lege’s administration, 
Or, of course, you may 
be a part of a minority 
which has not been heard 
outside board meetings, 
| have no way of knowing 
this, 

It is made up almost 
entirely of people of Mex- 
ican descent, It does not 
seem to be their nature 
to move about from place 
to place as do many Ang- 


los, Many in this section 
have lived in La Verne 
their entire lives, Al- 


though some of the homes 
are humble, they are well 


maintained, A number 
have received letters of 
commendation from the 


City Beautiful Committee 
for excellence in the care 
of their properties, We 
are good citizens, 

At the Council meeting, 


these are some of the 
points which were dis- 
cussed, No one but Le- 


land Newcomer spoke in 
favor: 

1, We do not want to 
move, One woman stated 
that she had made a sur- 
vey of each family and 
found only two (2) fam- 
ilies who would consid- 
er selling their home to 
La Verne College, This 
seems contrary to what 
Dr, Newcomer says, An 
impartial survey should 
perhaps be made, 

2, Even though the col- 
lege would pay us a fair 
market price for our pro- 
perties, the sum would not 


allow us to buy another 
home in La Verne since 


a number of the homes 
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are of low market value, 
We would have to moveto 
South Pomona or East 
Los Angeles to find a 
house that we could buy, 
This is our home town, 

3. We are afraid the 
college may use its pow- 
er to condemn our pro- 
perties under its right 
of eminent domain, The 
La Verne City Attorney 
Says that the college could 
condemn any property it 
wishes to under this law, 

4, We are not opposed 
to the expansion of La 
Verne College, La Verne 
needs. the college, But, 
why can it not expand in 
some other direction, Say 
north or east, or to pro- 
perties away from theim- 
mediate campus, other 
colleges have divisions to 
their campuses, why not 
La Verne? 

5. We feel that inspite 
of statements to the con- 
trary, we as Mexican- 
Americans are descrimi- 
nated against, We doubt 
that the college would 
move this way into an 
Anglo segment of La 
Verne, we feel that we 
have no voice in the com- 
munity, 

6. We feel that you 
know who, and La Verne 
College and _ Brethren 
Hillcrest Homes can do 
anything they want in La 
Verne in spite of all pro- 
tests to the contrary, 

For whatever it is 
worth, I would like to add 
my name to the support 
of these pleas, And that 
even at this late date, 
with the approval of the 
City, that the college 
would reconsider and 
withdraw this request and 
look into the possibilities 
of using other areas with- 
in the City or at least 
nearby. 

It seems to be a para- 
dox that a college which 
schedules courses in soc- 
iology to encourage its 
graduates to be sensitive 
to community problems 
should itself be an op- 
pressive force to a mi- 
nority group who are 


neighpors, It would be 
a tragedy to La Verne if 
the college were to with- 
draw completely, This 
third alternative as men- 
tioned by Dr, Newcomer 
is unworthy tothe college, 

Now it will be upto you, 
Just how much power do 
you exercise, Some of you 
are persons of wealth and 
prestige, How do youuse 
that power, Some of you 
are members of the 
Church. of the Brethren, 
which seems to havetried 
to alleviate the problems 
of the poor rather than 
compound them, How do 


you feel about being a 
part of an_ institution 
which is apparently op- 
pressing its neighbors,

The epicenter of the February 9 earthquake was on 
the Soledad Fault, ten miles cast of Newhall, but the 
maximum energy release and ground shaking occurred 
in the Olive View area, according to Dr, Clarence 
Allen, Professor of Geology and Geophysics at Calle 
fornia Institute of Technology.
